And as your Majeſty intendsto entail theſe Bleſſings upon 
your People, by a Law; ſo we do aſſure your Majeſty that when in your Princely, Wiſ- 
dom, you ſhall think convenient to call a Partlament, we will heartily eqdeavour to 
chuſe ſuch Members as. ſhall concurr with yous Majeſty therein. And it ſhall ever 
be our Prayers that your Mjeſty's Reign” may be long and proſperons: That our Prince 
may inherit your Inimitable Virtues with the Crowns, and both enjoy a Crown of Glory.
